If you want us to send your order by express at our expense, please so state and we will pay charges; but 
we will remove all the soil from the plants, which is what all other florists do who pay express charges, and in 
that case it will make the shipment the same as sending it by mail. So we ask you to select premiums under 
our mail rates. : 

Last, but not least. The proper way to receive plants.is to have them sent by express at your expense, 
leaving part of the soil on the plants, and you will be able to save nearly every one of them, and it will be the 
means of your receiving them in better condition, and we can send larger plants; also, you can select more pre- 
miums and the charges oftentimes are not more than 35 cents on a $3.00 order.
